The selections presented will be found of such a nature, in rythmical 
and tonal content, as may be successfully used by any High School, regard- 
less of the course of study which may be used in the primary grades. 

In the arrangement of the material, the original version of the Com- 
poser has been followed as closely as schoolroom conditions permit. Such 
changes as appear in the music have been made with the view of bringing 
the parts assigned to boys within the range of the changing voice. The 
assignment of girls to the tenor part has been avoided. The effect produced 
by girls attempting to sing a tenor part can never equal the pure quality so 
characteristic of the upper register of the boy’s voice.
